There was more or less ineiden- 
tal reference to the merits of the 
treaty, as such, but the debate turned 
largely upon the propriety of discus- 
sing the ‘quest'on with Gpen doors, so 
the world at large might know what 
had transpired, and the Senators fa- 
vorable to its proposition oonsumed 
vo greater part of the time of the ses- 
sion. 

Senators Mitchell, Perkins and Stew- 
art were the principal speakers. They 
based their argument upon the im- 
pertance of the subject to their con- 
stituents and dwelt upon the injustice 
of such enactment as that proposed 
without giving the people who were so 
largely interested full information as 
to the’ reason for the proceedings.

SALT LAKE, April 7.—The authori-« 
ties are advised that a contingent of 
the California industrial army, about: 
one thousand strong, are en route from 
the Pacific Coast on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, and that they will ar- 
rive in Ogden some time tomorrow 
morning.” From the best information 
that can be obtained these men are 
destitute, and have no means of trans- 
portation east of Ogden. The officials 
of the Rio Grande Western road say 
positively that they cannot transport’ 
them East because their road termi- 
nates at Grand Junction, Colo., and 
that the laws of Colorado impose a fine 
of $200 for each indigent person brought 
into the State by common carriers. 

Gov. West has notified the division 
superintendent of the Southern Pacifie 
Railroad at San Francisco, and tne 
attorney of that railroad in this city. 
that he positively forbids them to- 


bring this large body of men into the 


Territory, to become a charge upon its 
citizens, and that he will hold the 
railroad responsible for any damages 
that may-ensue by so doing. The au- 
thorities of Ogden and Salt Lake will, 
as a matter of self-protection, furnish- 
these men temporarily with food, ° 
should they be compelled to stop here, 
but in the meantime the Governor ig 
making every preparation for the pro- 
tection of the Territory from violence.

West and staff and 
Secretary Richards, two companies of 
the Utah National Guard, Battery A 
and one Gatling-gun. They will also 
be accompanied by a special company 
of uniformed police, under the come 
mand of Marshal Pratt. At Ogden @ 
company of cavalry, one of infantry 
and a battery of artillery are held 
ready for action at a moment’s notice, 
The authorities mean to be well pre- 
pared to handle the industrial army 
should any yiolence be attempted. The 
special train will carry 2000 loaves of 
bread to the Relief Society of Ogden.

THE. SILK INDUSTRY. 


Its Extent in California. as Shown at the 
Midwinter Fair. 

(San Francisco Caill:) The extent of 
the silk industry in the southern part 
of the State is well illustrated by ex- 
hibits made by Los ‘Angeles and San 
Diego counties in the Southern Califor- 
nia building. Silk culture has been 
chiefly carried on in an experimental 
fashion in California, and the interest 
in~the industry has been of a spas- 
modic nature. In several sections, 
however, those interested have perse« 
vered, and the results obtained by 
them demonstrate that the silk in- 
dustry can be made profitable in the 
southern part of the State. 

San Diego makes the most .complete 
and in many respects the most inter- 
esting and instructive display of the 
product in an upright case in the wo- 
man’s department of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Building. Two prettily ar- 
ranged souvenir cards illustrate the 
industry in its entirety. There are the 
silkworm eggs, the skin of the worm. 
chrySalide, cocoon, miller, commercial 
Silk and sewing silk, all shown on a 


| card about eight by ten inches in size. 


Another portion of the exhibit illus- 
trates the number of crops obtained by 
means of seven large skeins of silk 
raised from February to November. 
During this season the industry is a 
profitable one. «Besides the articles 
mentioned the case contains silk in 
many other forms, and the exhibit is 
Surmpunted by a magnificent banner 
made from the first silk woven in 


San’ Diego county, which was produced. 


and manufactured by Mrs. Lou Perin. 
The banner is beautifully embroidered, 
the work being done by Miss Florence 


B.. Richards... The embroidery silk, tas-. 


sels and fringe curd were produced by 
Mrs. Carrie Williams, a member of the 
State Board of Silk Culture. 
The principal portion of the Los 
Angeles silk display is contained in 


two cases in the women’s department. 


Both ‘exhibits are made by Mrs. A. A. 
Lansingh and are rarely. beautiful. 
One in particular is worthy of 
close inspection. In the _ center 
of the case is design = elabor-

There are male and female 
date palms, the latter bear large clus- 
ters of. fruit, which, however, never at- 
tain development and maturity unless 
they have been fecundated by the pol- 
len of the male tree. In order to make 
sure of their harvest the natives them- 
selves perform on the trees the neces- 
sary amalgamation during the month 


of April. One male tree can fertilize 
400 female ones. 
The Sa produces many kinds of 


dates, as vamnied as our own apples and 
pears. 

The delicate, transparent date known 
as negict nous is the most choice fruit, 
fetching the highest price. It is at all 
times the rarest, changing its- nature 
from one region to another and being 
more thari any other dependent upon 
the charact of the soil and the cli- 
mate where grows. The remaining 
varieties, although numerous, can _ be 
divided into two ciosses: The soft dates 
that are compressed between goat 
skins and sold in cakes in the Arab 
wnarkets and are consumed by the 
poorer classes, and the dry dates, of 
which the nomads slip a few dozen in 
the folds of their bournous for their 
daily consumption. The cheaper kinds 
are almost entirely disposed of in the 
country and:are not considered worth 
exporting. Like other harvests, the 
date-gathering is- subject: vicissi- 
tudes and fluctuation and prices vary: 
accordingly. 

The inhabitant of the Oued Ris have 
black skins and woolly hair; at a first 
glance they look like negroes,~but in 
reality they are descended from the 
Berbers, who were a white race, but 
who for centuries have married black 
female slaves imported in caravans 
from the Soudan.

FAILURES AND BUSINESS TRAINING. 


A recent publication by Bradstreet’s 
gives some interesting figures in regard 
to the causes of the failures in business 
which occurred, during 1893. There 
‘were in all 15,508 failures, which are at- 
tributed to the following reasons: In- 
competence, 2546; inexperience, 940; lack 
of capital, 5194; unwise credit, 726; 
failure of others, 446; extravagance, 
198; neglect, 481; competition, 191; dis- 
aster, 3463; speculation, 181; fraud, 1142. 
the causes thus assigned it will be 
erved that incompetence, inexperi- 
unwise credits, extravagance, 


fects of an intellectual and moral 
nature, and the failures attributed to 
them amount to two-fifths of the whole, 
while of the others, competition and 
disaster are responsible only for less 
than, one-third, the remajning little 
more than one-third being due to lack 
ef capital. 

Of the 15,508 failures in 1893 it ap- 
pears that while 6214 were owing to 
personal unfitness, 5194 were due to 
lack of capital, which indicates that in 
5194 cases the business was undertaken 
either without an adequate knowledge 
of its requirements, or else without re- 
gard to the interests of those from 
whom credit was solicited and obtained. 

One of the chief lessons which is 
taught by these figures is the necessity, 
to which we have frequently alluded, 
of a more practical and _ systematic 
training of young men so as to fit them 
for the stern battle of life. Education 
nowadays, after we leave the primary 


mental character. Instead of taking it 
for granted that a great majority of 
young Americans when they leave 
school will go into. some branch of 
business life, it seems that in most 
cases the idea of business training is 
‘ignored or left to a special study Which 
the pupil may.or may not take in a 


S more or less expensive. 

' We do not urge that the general 
scholastic course in the higher grades 
should include a thorough initiation 
into the intricacies of the business and 
financial world, but what we do say is 
that the most’important instruction for 
a young man after he has been taught 


that which teaches the fundamental 
principles upon which the mercantile 
and financial business of the world is 


Wbased. If this were done, we do not 


believe that we should see every year 
several thousand. failures from incom- 
petence and inexperience, while much 
misery would be’ saved, not only to 
those .going unprepared into business, 
but also the thousands of people who 
have to suffer through their lack of 
‘proper training. 

It is satisfactory to note that this 
subject is attracting a large amount 
of attention throughout the country 
at present. In a recent article on the 
subject our Boston exchange, the 
American Cultivator, shows that now- 
adays teachers seem to have fallen into 


ploying the old forms of examination 
and treating those under their charge 
more as small fractions. of the whole 
class than as individual units. Accord- 
ing to this method the teacher stands 
in a wrong relation to the pupil. He 
Stands as a shepherd to guide the 
flock along the ways most beneficial 
for all, rather than aS a developer seek- 
ing to, discover the individual qualities 
of his pupils, and bringing out the best 
that is in them. In education that is 
best which is most natural. Some men 
are best fitted for doctors, some for 
lawyers, some for teachers. It is al- 
ways disastrous for a man to mistake 
his natural calling, and devote his life’s 
energies to that for which he is less 
fitted. The time to learn this natural 
-aptitude is not when the student 
reaches the high school or the college, 
but when as a young child he takes his 
very first step on the highway of edu- 
cation, The American Cultivator says: 

“By insisting that there is one 
best method for all, the educator be- 
comes a mere machine, endeavoring 
to. weave wool, cotton, flax and silk 
after the same single process. This is 
the great evil in all the educational 
systems of today. The teacher grows 
to believe that he is dealing with auto- 
|mata, not with human beings. If he 
would, remedy the mistake he should 
from today cease the study of the living 
machine and devote his attention . to 
that ‘machine's real, existing motive

CITY AND COUNTY IMPROVEMENTS. 


It is a pity that the city and county | 


governments. have not hitherto | seen 
their way to inaugurate a complete 
system of road and park and bridge 
improvements, thus getting the work 


done at much lower cost than will be- 


possible when business picks up again, 
and at the same time relieve the ne- 
cessities of a large number of honest 
men who are at present out, of work. 
This was the course which was recom- 
mended by The Times several months 
ago, when these labor troubles were 
first talked of, and before they had be- 
gun in earnest. We still think that 
that would have been the best course 
to-pursue, and it-may be that it is still 
not too late to do something in this di- 


rection. We are aware that neither 


the county nor the city treasury is ina 


very flush condition, but we are. sure 


the taxpayers would approve, of any 
means whereby funds. might. be raised 


to accomplish two such good purposes 


at once. cs 

Of the advantage of good roads in 
the country there is no langer any need 
to preach. The question has been thor- 


oughly discussed in all its phases dur- 


ing the past few years, and at least 


one publication is entirely. devoted ‘to 


the subject. The farmers understand 


by this time that the difference between 


a good, hard, level road and one on 
which their wagons sink half way up 
to the axles in mud is a difference of 
from 50 to 100 per cent. in the amount 
of labor which they and their animals 
can perform within a given time, and, 
consequently, a difference to that ex- 
tent in their income. There is some ex- 
cuse for the existence of poor roads in 
the thinly-settled sections of the coun- 
try, where it is miles between the iso- 
lated homes, each standing’ in its own 
quarter section of land; but here in Los 
Angeles county, or at least in the south- 
ern part of that county, which is so 
tbfékly settled and cultivated, there is 
certainly no excuse.for not having the 
finest. roads leading from Los Angeles 
city in every direction. That such is 
not the case any one who has occasion 
to travel much through the county by 
team is well aware. In fact, it may 
safely be stated that there is not one 
really first-class wagon road in the 
county. Here, then, is an excellent 
chance for the county to do some prof- 

Within the city limits there is also a 
large amount of work of this character 
to be done. Inside the city boundary 
the traveler very often strikes some 
very rough pieces of road—indeed, in 


some cases the roads are found to be 


worse within the city than outside, after 
a heavy rain. The proper way would be 
for the city and county governments to 
combine and thus secure the construc- 
tion of some really first-class roads or 
boulevards in various directions out 
into the country. The: effect of such 
improvements would rapidly be seen in 
increased settlement all along the line, 
and,- consequently, in increased revenue 
to this city and county. There is no 


improvement that so rapidly repays its. 


cost to a city or county as a system of 
good streets and roads. 

Then we come to the question of 
parks. Los Angeles certainly ought 
to have at least one  capacious 
and well-improved “park for the 
use .not only of the wealthy in 
their carriages, but of .the mass 
of the people who would come with 
their families on foot or by the cars. 
The example of San Francisco should 
stimulate Los Angeles to greater effort 
in this direction. When San Francisco 
bad to create Golden Gate Park the 
difficulties which had to be overcome 
were immense. The site of that park 
was covered with shifting sand, upon 
which it was not believed that any- 
thing could be made to grow, and yet,

of governing themselves. Under such 
circumstances, the best ‘thing that can 
happen to ‘the people of those countries.

Unfortu- 
nately, however, such men are scarce 
everywhere, and particularly so in 
these Spanish-American countries, 
where centuries of tyranny have in- 
stilled a spirit of slavery and venality 
into the souls of the people, which it 
‘take generations of mental and 
moral training to remove.

HIS SKULL FRACTURED. 


A Man ‘Struck by a Railroad Train an 

Almost Instantly Killed. ~ 
Samuel H. Ames, a carpenter, resid 
ing at .No. 1018 Garland street, Has 
‘Los Angeles, died at the Receiving Hos 
pital at’ 6:30’ o’clock last evening from 
the effect of injuries he received by be 
ing struck by a Terminal train nea 
the Downey-avenue viaduct, about a 
hour earlier. 

Ames, whois a sober, industrous man 
was walking: along the track ‘of thé 
Terminal road about 5:30 o’clock, eas 
of the Buena Vista-street bridge ané 
had reached a point opposite Haye: 
street, when the out-bound Pasadenz 
passenger train came round the curve 
behind him. Engineer Madison failed 
to see the trespasser until  withi 
twenty feet of him, when he blew his 
whistle. Ames evidently unsuspecte 
his danger, for he turned to look over 
his shoulder. As he. did so he was 
struck by the goose-neck of the engine 
and hurled some distance ahead, but 
before the train could be stopped 
Ames was again struck by the cow 
catcher and thrown to one side. 

Conductor Judge and the trainme 
rushed to the assistance of the inju 
man as soon as possible, but it was 
Seen at a glance that he was already 
beyond human aid. He was, however 
picked up and taken back on the tral 
to the Downey-avenue station, and the 
matter was reported to the pdlice, b 
whom he was conveyed in the patro 
wagon to the Receiving Hospital. Po 
lice Surgeon Bryant was ‘summoned, 
but within a few minutes of his ’ar 
rival at the hospital, Ames died. The 
body was removed under the directions 
of the Conorer to Sharp & Sampson’s 
undertaking establishment where an 
inquest will be ‘held today. 

#rom. an examination of the body it 
appeared that when struck the first 
time Ames was pitched forward, and 
his skull fractured by contact with the 
steel rail, while the second time he 
was hurt internally, either injury be-

.. A municipal revolution was effected 
in ‘this city yesterday.

THE GRAND BALI. 

Elaborate preparations are being made 
for the masquerade ball at MHazard’s 
Pavilion.

As ‘an instance it 
may be stated that one of the com- 
pany’s Officials. was heard.to say two 
or three days ago—whether he was in 
jest or earnest seems to make little 
difference—that the vote would be 
for Santa Monica, for San Pedro and 
for ‘‘a harbor.’”’ The turn of events 
have taken seems to lend a peculiar 
significance to his. words. : 

The large number of votes polled yes- 
terday ‘is really marvelous, when the 
circumstances of the case are consid- 
ered. The total number of votes 
polled was 464. Of this number 328 
were in favor, of San Pedro, 131 in 
favor of Santa Monica and 5 scatter- 
ing. Of the last number one was for 
Long Bei ch, two were blank, one was 
for any ave, to be selected and one 
was for a site “in accordance with 
any place to. be selected by the en- 
gineers.’’ |

dynamos had been: installed, and then, 
every time a frost threatened, a me- 
tallic thermometer closed the circuit 
of a spark-coil, and automatically 
turned on and ignited the gasoline in 
the furnaces, driving his electrical ma- 
chinery, and at the same time auto- 
matically turned the current from the 
dynamo into the trees and kept them 
warm and _  ~protected from frost all 
night, and reversed ethe procpss at 
sunrise. Not: content with such a trifle

tely digressed- Arrowsmith, who had

Down the Icy Rockies 
on an Engine. 


‘Two Thousand Miles Through 


and Glaciers. 


Over the Great Soo-Pacitic to the 
Western Coast. 


The Ups and Downs of Canadian Farming— 
How Chinese and Opium are Smug- 
gled Over the Border—The 
Money in It. 


VANCOUVER (B..C.,) March 3, 1894. 
-—Two thousand miles through the 
snow! A ride through vast white plains 
which glitter under the sun like the ice 
fields of Lieut. Perry’s Greenland tour! 
Hguled by the iron horse through hun- 
dreds of miles of silvery hills and rolling 
plains! Dragged up and down the rag- 
ged passes of gorgéous white mountain 
ranges, the heads of some of which are 
capped with vast blue glaciers, and 
the faces of which are rough with a 
beard of frosty pines! During the past 
four: days I have traveled from Minne- 
apolis to Vancouver over the new line, 
known as the Soo-Pacific, the last great 
arm to reach out from the Mississippt 
to grasp the riches of the great North- 
It has now been in operation 
only a few weeks and it opens up some 
new and interesting country. 

Leaving Minneapolis, it cuts across 
Minnesota, plows its way through 
some of the richest of the undeveloped 
lands of: North Dakota, and enters the 
Canadian boundary in the province of 
Assiniboia, joining the Canadian Pacific 
at. Portal, about five huhdred miles 
west of Winnepeg, and thence onward 
without a change of cars to Vancouver, 
It runs through a new country, and it 
will throw open to settlement, | am 
told, millions of acres of good govern- 
ment land. 

The biggest town in the United States 
on the western part of the road is 
Minot, which has about 2000 population. 
Tributary to this there are about 2,000,- 
000 acres of government land already 
surveyed, and in the Moose River Val- 
ley and the De Lae Valley the road 
runs for 100 miles through some of 
the richest farming lands of the. coun- 
try. none of which have as yet been 
touched by the plow. The British prov- 
inces have vast areas of good farming 
and grazing lands, and there is here 
in this Northwest a great world which 
awaits the advent of muscle and brains 
to make it produce enough to feed the 
nations. 


We.people of the United States have 
but little idea of the vast extent of? 
Canada and her provinces. Did she be- 
long to the United Stateg. we would 
have long before this have built an em- 
pire upon her territory, and her prop- 


erty wauld be worth billions where it- 


is’) now worth thousands dollars. 
Look at her agricultural area. From 
north to south for a distance of 1600. 


Miles the cereals. can | be - cultivated, 


a distance about as far apart as Rome 
is from St. Petersburg, the Province 
of Ontario is as wide, taking fts north- 
ernmost and southernmost points, as 
Cleveland, O., is distant from Mobile, 
Ala., and Canada can grow anything 
that we can, with the exception rice, 
Ontario grows 
more corn to the acre than any of our 
Statés, except Missouri, and the wheat 
fields of the Dominion are among the 
best in the world. The Manitoba wheat 
is noted in the markets of Europe, and. 
it is said good wheat ean be grown as 
far north as the Mackenzie River basin. 
Along the Canadan Pacific road I have 
passed a number: of big farms, and 
there is one great agricultural stock 
company which runs,.its farms on a 
big scale and has’ abdétit a dozen farms 


of about 10,000 acres each This company 


engages in wheat-raising, as well as 
stock and sheep-farming,-and aims to 
keep about 4000 acrés under cultivation 
at each of its ranches. It manages ev- 
erything on scientific principles and is, 


This is not the case, however, with 
any Canadian farmers. There is a 
dleaffected class here, as there is -in 
the United States, and the cry of hard 


times is often heard. Many young 
fellows have come out from England 


. to pick the dollars out of the soil with 


kid gloves, who are now going about 
and  red-nosed, with 
patches on the seats of their panta- 
loons. Some of them are the g od-for- 
nothing second sons of old families 
who came here and bought land, think- 
ing it would farm itself and others 
were sent out~by their rich fathers to 
learn farming. A few years ago a 
number of sharp Canadians made a 
business of going to England and 
bringing back young Englishmen for 
agricultural tuition. They would get 
from $500 to $1000 per year for bringing 
the young men here and having them 
work on their ranches learning prac- 
tical farming. The young men, when 
they arrived, were allowed to do much 
as they pleased, and between doing a 
litthe work at long intervals and smok- 
ing and hunting and drinking, they 
passed the time till they could per- 
suade their fathers to buy ranches for 
them. A number of such men, and 
younger sons, are in the dominion to- 
day, They are facetiously terme re- 
mittance men, because they depend on 
remittances from home to keep them 
going. Numbers of good’ stories are 
told here of how they keep up appear- 
ances and of their excuses and argu- 
ments which they send home to ex- 
tract more money. The latest is re- 
garding a British. Columbia good-for- | 
nothing, who had bled his father until 
the old gentleman had written from 
England positively declining to send 
any more money. ‘This state con- 
tinued up until six weeks ago, when 
the boy wrote home an enthusiastic 
letter about his ranch and his pros- 
pects. Among other things he told 
his father that he had now a stock of 
700 blooded gophers on his place and 
if he had $500 to keep them'in good 
condition he would come out all right. 
The name of gopher, ground squirrel, 
was a new one to the old man and he 
sent the money. He evidently thinks 
his boy’s stock a fine variety of. sheep 
or cattle. 


Speaking of sheep. I "nd that the 
profits are fast being knocked out of 
sheep farming. Australian mutton is 
being frozen and sent by the shiploads 
to the Londoh marxets, and several 
cargoes have “ven shipped to Van- 
couver-and sold. ai less than the cost 
of the handling, in order to introduce 
the meat. In the stores-here I gee 
canned Australian mutton for sale at 
seven pounds for a dollar, ane the 
sheep-growers of Montana, North Da- 
kota and Canada are losing money. 
I traveled here with a Manitoba stock- 
man, who told me that he had 33800 
sheep last year,. but that he had sold 
al) but 1100, and he said he intended to 
sell them in the spring and get out of |

Their 
sheep fell in value, and they could not 
See thelr way out. They went to the 
bank and offered to give up their sheep 
‘and,the land if they could be cleared 
of the debt. The bankers would not 
accept their offer. They tried to sell 
out. They could not get’a buyer. The 
result was they tfeft, and the sheep 
brought only $1.35 a head, and they 
still owe more than $20,000. 


Some of the grandest scenery of -this 
world is seen at its best under a cov- 
ering of snow. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway runs for about a_ thousand: 
miles through some of the most beauti- 
ful parts of the Rocky Mountaftis and 
the Selkirk range. During’ the summer 
the sides of these mountains are cov- 
ered with a dense growth of. ‘green, 
though their tops are capped with snow 
and ice. There is no vast desert of cac- 
tus and sage brush, such as you find 
onthe other transpaciftic roads, and the 
picturesqueness and grandeur of the 
Rockies are seen at their softest and 
best. I have seen them, however, un- 
der different aspects, and one of the re- 
markable experiences of my life was a 
ride which I took this week on. one of 
the engines of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad down the wildest and rough-- 
est parts of the Rocky Mountains. 
Seated in the cab of the engine, near 
the grimy fireman, who was shoveling 
bushels of coal into the furnaces, and 
on the other side of the boiler from the 
stern-faced engineer, I rode for miles 
and miles—it seemed almost an eter- 
nity to me—through vast. snow-walled 
gorges, under massive overhanging 
rocks, in and out of tunnels and snow- 
sheds, now hanging above -a ‘raging 
river and now shooting about curves 
into other canyons equally as grand 
The cab of the engine was walled with 
glass, and I could see as well as though 
I had been riding on the iron snow- 
plow fastened to its front in place of a 
cowcatcher. The great ‘iron horse 
throbbed like a thing of life. It puffed 
out vast quantities of smoke in two spi- 
ral columns, and, as we neared one of 
the little mountain stations, it cut the 
cold air with a steam shriek which 
made me think that all the souls in 
hades were cut loose in the Rockies, 
and the pent-up agony of the danined 
was concentrated in the escaping steam 
of that engine. After riding a while, 
however. one’s nervousness goes off. You 
see the care of the engineer, the parties 
of watchmen stationed at almost every 
mile of track, the frequent snowsheds, . 
where the danger is the greatest, and 
you can then note the wonders of na- 
ture about you. The scene changes at 
every turn 6f the great wheels of the 
locomotive. Now the. mountains on 
both sides of the track rise almost 
straight upward in a snowy wall for 
hundreds upon hundreds—it ‘seems to. 
me for thousands—of feet, shutting out 
the ‘sun, and their tops kissing the pure 
sky. Now you shoot out into the open, 
and there is a long vista of ragged 
hills, which rise one above the other 
till they fade away into the glacier 
peaks of the horizon. Here-a great 
river of blue icé runs for miles along 
the track, and you know you are al- 
most at the head of,the Columbia, 
which goes on its course down through 
Washington and Oregon and empties 
into the Pacific. Further back you saw 
the Saskatchewan River flowing to- 


boom.

You think of the 
Texas cowboy who made his pile and 
awoke one morning amid the finest of 
the mountains of Switzerland. His life 
had been spent on the plains, and the 
grandeur filled his soul, till he could | 
contain himself no longer, and he threw 
up his hat and yelled, not .rreverently, 
but honestly, these words, ‘“‘Hurrah for 
God!”’ 
Now ‘you see Mt. Stephen, rising 
8000 feet above you. and holding on its 
top, just over your. head, a glacier of 
green ice 500 feet in thickness. Now 
you pass Sir Donald, another vast 
mountain, whose naked, rocky peak, as 
I went by it; had cast a great shadow 
on the sky, a thing I have never seen 
before in any mountain range or any- 
where. Then.on, under more glaciers, 
through ‘ mighty hills which have 
beards of gray, thin pines, each con- 
taining enough Christmas trees to sup- 
piy the world, on into ravines, the 
rocky walls of which you could almost 
touch from the engine window, and out 
into other gorges, the walls of rock, 
which are made of stone piled one upon 
the other, by nature’s’ giant hands, 
till the height of the tower of Babel 
is sunpassed, and they seem to reach to 
heaven itself. 

The scene changes at every turn, 
and the wonders. of engineering in 
building.a great road over the Rockies 
amaze you. This road was completed 
in about five years. It made something 
like $8,000,000 of profit, I am told, two 
years ago, and it is one of the few.

Referring to the hard times, I met 
with a curious evidence of them on my 
Way over the Canadian Pacific.

There are about 3060 Chinamen in thig 
town of 20,000 people. Victoria, which 
is about as large as Vancouver, has a 
like number, and it is from here that 
many Chinese are smuggled unto the 
United, States. There are numerous 
trails: over the border and many are 
taken in by sea. We have no good pro- 
tection of our northern boundaries, and 
1 am told that quantities of opium as 
well as numbers of Chinamen are taken 
in every month. The opium is prepared 
at Victoria, it is said, and smuggled in, 
It takes only a small package to hold @ 
pound, 
in escapes a duty of $12. Ten pounds 
can easily be hidden, and a hundred or 
so pounds be carried in a canoe. The 
hundred pounds would bring a p t 
of $1200, so you see there is money In 
the business. I doubt not that Undle 
Sam loses hundreds’ of thousands of 
dollars in this way every year and the 
prevention would seem to be for him to 
swallow up Canada or to establish a 
more efficient line of customs detec- 
tives along the frontier. As it. 
Canadians protect their border better 
than we do. At every station I saw 
their mounted police, and they have a 
very fine organization to watch over 
their interests and to keep order along

Capt. Moore thinks 
that many American cities have forced 
an unhealthy ephemeral growth 
by rushing: in, ma ufactures and other 
improvements, without at .the same 
time endeavoring to settle up the sur- 
rounding tributary country upon which 
‘alone a city: can ‘depend for solid and 
permanent growth. The consequence 
of such ‘a policy has in the'case of 
many American ‘cities been dis- 
astrous relapse or perhaps a series of 
relapses. Capt. Moore thinks ‘that our 
true course is to look after the settle- 
ment of the: country surrounding ‘Los 
‘Angeles, whtich will’ support’ such an 
enormous population, and that ‘then 
the city of Los Angeles will take ‘care 
ofitself. 

In~1880-St. Paul ‘and had 
about the same poulation as Los An- 
geles has today.. Now Minneapolis con- 
tains about 230,000 - people and St. 
Paul about 200.000. Capt. Moore be- 
lieves that rapid thansit: by means of 
electric ‘roads ‘is. destined to revolu- 
tionize present systems of city buildin 
He thinks-that it will result in increas- 
ing the value of suburban residence 
property, while keeping inside residence 
property from advancing quite so fast 
as it would otherwise. When a man 
can be whirled out five miles from the 
city in fifteen minutes to a locality 
where he can get a lot for less than a 
third of what he would have to pay 
for an equally good lot close in, and 
when he has the additional advantage 
of pure fresh air in the bargain, it ts 
evident that he will in many cases pre- 
fer the suburban, site for a residence. 
A striking instance of this is furnished 
by. Merriam Park, a residence suburb 
half way between St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis, which Capt. Moore assisted in 
building up. In 1883 a wheat crop was 
taken off thé side of this town, which 
now contains a population of. 20,000 peo- 
ple,;who do business in the twin cities. 
This result has been affected through 
the liberal policy of the transportation 
companies, which furnish rap ‘and 
frequent transportation from either St. 
Paul or Minneapolis at a nickel fare. 
It is needless to say that Los Angeles, 
with its balmy. climate, better

suburban settlements than any of these 


Eastern cities, 
cases is, however, .as The Times 
frequently insisted, to have first-class 
transportation facilfties, so that busi- 
nesS men may travel to or from the 
city not only rapidly but frequently, 


until late at night. Under such condi- 
tions the questions of creaing a suc- 
cessful suburb in. .the neighborhood of 
Los Angeles is only a question of having 
sufficient capital to place the enterprise 
prominently before the people. 

Another suggestion made by Capt. 
Moore is that our present regulations 
jn regard to. the opening of streets 
should be simplified, which he thinks 
could be done, judging from what he 
has seen in other cities. He believes

A MANUFACTURING SECTIOW. 

The Board of Health and City Coun- 
cil have been discussing some com- 
plaints which have been made in re- 
gard to a nuisance which it is claimed 
is caused by the packing-house near 
Macy street. Similar complaints were 
made at the time when a permit for 
the erection of this establishment was 
for. While it is, of course, de- 


sirable ‘to make as sweet 
and attractive a city as possible, it 
should be remembered that a city of 
any importance cannot exist entirely 
on its reputation as a place where the 
heliotrope: and: jasmine ‘bloom: during 
the winter, nor, even on the expendi- 
tures of those visitors who come to 
enjoy the perfume of our flowers. It 
must be admitted that. the perfume of 
a pork-packing establishment is not 
altogether so attractive as the odor 
which arises from an orange grove in 
blossom, but at the same time it 
should be remembered that a packing- 
house brings hundreds of thousands of 
dollars into the city every year, and 
gives employment to a large number 
of heads of families, who pay rent 
and buy groceries and clothes. If the 
people of Los: Angeles mean to object 
to every manufacturing enterprise that 
smells a little ‘‘loud,’’ we had better 
give up the idea of ever becoming a 
city of any importance. and. settle 
down as a pleasant»winter resort for 
invalids and tourists, after the style 
of Mdnterey; and Santa Karbara, and 
St. Augustine, and Mentone, and, Can- 
nes, and wa hundred other beautiful 
places where the inhabitants vegitate 
and eke out a comfortable existence on 
the money which they | receive from 
winter visitors. 

There is, however, one phase of this 
subject, to which The Times has pre- 


viously referred, and which we taink 


deserves consideration. This is the sug- 
gestion which has been made several 
times during the past few years in the 
Council that a certain section of the 
city should be set apart, within which, 
and nowhere else, permits for the 
erection of factories should be granted. 
A section which is in every way adapt- 
ed to this purpose is that which is 
bounded by Third street on the north, 
Alameda street on the west, the city 
boundary on the south, and the river 
on the éast. Within this section there 
are no fine improvements, and settle- 
ment has been very slow.

WOMEN AS POTTERS. 


Congressman Storer’s Wife is a 
Practical Potter. 


She Says Every Woman Possesses the Mud- 
pie Instinct—Women Workers Who 
Can Make Common Were 
Beautiful.

“You want to know what chances 
there are for women in pottery. work? 
I suppose you mean in the mechanical 
portion, for, of course, already they 
are Jargely employed in the art of 
decoration,’”’ said Mrs. Bellamy. Storer 
of Cincinnati. 

That was precisely what was wanted 
and especially what undeveloped .op- 
portunities there ;are for women in 
that business. 

These seem odd questions to ask a 
woman, but Mrs.’ Storer is as well 
fitted to answer them with judgment 
as the heads of great pottery firms. 

Mrs. Bellamy Storer is a practical

“She was a Norwegian and had 
learned the art of enameling at great 
expense at Vienna. She came to this 
city with an idea of enameling and fir- 
ing herself. It proved impossible to 
earn her living, for there were many 
breakages in the course of the work, 
as always happens, to increase the cost 
of production and consequent selling 
price. She had nearly reached the star- 
vation point when the Art School in 
Cincinnati was persuaded to put her 
specialties oh its list of instruction. 
But they would not put the classes on 
the regular schedule and give her a 
salary. She received pay for the les- 
sons from’ her pupils. She proved a 
delightful. instructor and before long 
everybody wanted to enter her classes. 
Then the *Art School put her on the 
regular corps of teachers and now she's 
doing welj.”’ 

“Do you think it would pay a woman 
{o establish her own studio for pottery 
work?” | 

“Hardly, unless she was very skilled, 
although if she did try it she could get 
her prepared clays from regular yel- 
lowware or stoneware works, and a 
very good grade she could get, too. 
When I commenced it was difficult to 
get anything in that line except the 
mcst common materials. Now glazes 
and clays that ‘were great secrets ten 
years ago can be purchased, by any 
one. I used to work in the yellow and 
red ware before I st dad the Rook. 
wood. Now, of, course, @ll my clay and 
material come from there.

“In the old Whd large works where 


made she might: get a chance to work. 
They would sell her pieces in the ‘bis- 
cuit’ at a moderate cost and still make 
more in that way than on many retail 
finished pieces, while she would have al! 
the conveniences for firing.

pottery was made and many experi- 
ments were constantly being made, no 
potter would allow any outsider ‘within 
the shops. Then she should, I think. 
have a specialty. The secret of success 
is to.make ‘something people must have 
and to do it better than any one else; 
to make something everybody uses 
continually and smashes often and that 
has to be replaced. 

‘Let her take some co on article. 
Teapots. for instance. Every woman 
has to have those, and nothing kreaks 
oftener. Let- her make especial: shapes 
in teapots and decorate them in original 
Ways. She can have. her own molds. 
‘They don’t cost more than $3 or $4 and 
seldom break. Of course, the yellow- 
ware mixture and good glazes could be 
had. and with a kiln at home she'd be 
perfectly independent in firing. For a 
woman starting out the opportunity 
to do her work in a regular pottery 
would be a great advantage. I kno 
one woman who has made a good’thing | 
in the way.I am speking of. 

“Even if a woman can make novel- 
ties she’s got to find purchasers, and 
artistic talents are seldom coupled 
with a very bright’ cye for business. 
I remember one woman, however, who 
worked in the pottery where we did 
before Rookwood was started. Her ideas 
of decoration were very novel, and al- 
though she did not have to work from 
necessity. she sold about $700 worth of 
-her work every year. She only spent 
two days weekly at it, so it can be seen 
what a talented woman who, had the 
spur of necessity “might earn.”
